THE VERMILION. 

F. M Lawrence, of Lawrence bro- 
thers, Peace river, came in on Wednes- 
day of last week. Mr. Lawrence left 
Fort Vermilion where his ranch is 
located on Sept. 25th, coming to Peace 
River Crossing with Sgt. A/ndersan, 
who was bringing in two half-breed 
crominats for trial here. At the Land- 
ing Mr. Lawrence remained for sume 
time, leaving there om Dec. 29th for 
Edmonton and travelling aimost con- 
tinuously, The entire disiance to Fort 
Vermilion is about 700 miles and the 
trip usually occupies from! three to 
four weeks, depending on the time of 
year and the nature of ihe season. 
From Fort Vermilion to Peace River 
Landing the trip was made with teams 
and from the Landing to Athabasca 
Landing Mr. Lawrence came by dog 
train. 

Last summer at Vermilion was ex- 
ceptionally wet until the latter part 
of July, the remainder of the season 
being good and crops splendid. The 
winter up to che time of leaving had 
been fine at Peace River Crossing and 
snow was pleatiful as far as Lesser 
Slave lake. On Dec. 2nd, during the 
caidest week of the season, the Peace 
suddenly began to rise, the ice broke 
for a hundred miles below the Landing 
and up stream far 'eyond Dunvegan. 
The river remained open for nearly a 
week, 

et. AndJegsoa and party reached 
the lake during the holidays. There 
are now at the post there Insp. West, 
Yri. Anderson and two chinsraflex< 
A post is also established at Sturgeon 
lake, about @6 miles southwest. 

W. T. Carr and bride, en route from 
Scotland to Fort Vermilion, reached 
Peace River Crossing on Oct. 28th. 

There are now between thirty and 
forty farmers settled in the valley of 
the Peace in the neighborhood of Fort 
Vermilion. The kind of farming pur- 
sued is mixed, wheat, oats and barley 
being the principal grains grown, 
while cattle, horses and hogs are rais- 
A réady local market for grain, 
fiour, pork and dairy produce is found 
and the H. B, cCo. mills there will help 
develope the Peace river country by 
making it the headquarters for sup- 
plying flour and meat to the trading 
posts along the Mackenzie.
